utmoſt Contempt upon the Perſon, Offices, Authority, Mira- | | 


cles, Death and Reſucre&ion of our Lord Jeſus Chrift: and 
others have attempted, a Revival and new Refinement of the 
old Arian Scheme, .and a great many there are, who fet up 
for the Bright Men of the Age, being ſo Moulded, in what 
is called Natural Religion, giving it out, as if it were incon- 
ſiſtent with their Manly Principles of Reaſon, that their Faith 
ſhould ſtand in the Power of God, but only in the Wiſdom 


of Men. This being laid as a Foundation: Humane Wiſdom 


is extolled, as ſufficient to Direct, and Reaſon powerfull e- 
nough to Effect Men's Happineſs, by the means of Moral 
' Virtues. Upon all which Conſiderations, Rome may Reaſon- 
ably Incourage her ſelf, with the Hopes of good Succeſs, from
